1'h.o sijuare b.ixt-.s 
aie usually fastoued to a toleg^raph-poK:, 
whilu the sextagonal or no war form take 
the place of a lamp-iioat ut the corner i if 
a'ljirestijtho lamp being placed on itH 
apex. Every member of tlie jjolicc au.l 
tire doportmonta Ls furnished with keys 
to the doors of the watch-lxjxes, 
uJbo w-ith keys to open tho boxes 
taining tho telephones. Any respou.-u- 
blu o\\iz<iU who desires can pri)<?uri: a ki v 
to the dooi-H of tho -watch-boxes u[«-ii 
making application at the poUce heml- 
quarters. Each key ia lettered and 
numbered, and a regLster of the names 
an^.residences-.oI tlte part^^ to whom 
th&y'iwl' furniflhed ia kept] 'The boxcB' 
ndjuncta ore trim-biiUt wagons, eaeh 
drawn by two good liorsea. They are 
stationed ut convenient intcn-nls 
throughout the city. Eaeh wagon i.-^ 
inanned by a driver and two policemen. 

We vrill suppose a citizen ia pa-saiug 
along the street' late at night, when he 
encounters a gang of drunken roughs 
who assault him.

LiLH Bide i%iLh two poUcemen to n^.'-i.-ii 
hiiii. The citizen meimwhile has hia k. \ 
remaining in tho box, for while it tlirowt 
tho look-bolt back the same motion s< - 
eurely fastens it in the box, ond he caii- 
uot take it out until it is released by a 
gpocial kev, ifrhiqh ia only omied by 
police ana firemen. If the citizen is 
badly injured tlie wagon takes him to his 
homo or the hospital, while the police go 
Lu search of tho ruffians who havo luo- 
l<jst-ed him. This is only ono of Ibo 
uiimberless ways in which the box can 
bo mode UBeful. It is also used by the 
police to have dninkeii or obRtreperotis 
prisoners token to the station-hou.ieH 
without causing the patrolmen to leave 
their beata, etc. Thoy not only assist in 
the capture of criminuJs, but, by making 
their capture more easy and certain than 
lormerly, they prevent many of them 
htooTcommitting depredations. In case 
uf riot or time of great need a peculiar 
Uiirm is sounded on the en0ne-houH<: 
Ixillfl, when every policeman m the city 
goes to the nearest watch box on his 
be-iit and receives instantaneous ttde- 
[jhono orders, tellmg him where to gu 
kiid what to do when ho get.s tlioro. 
These watch boxes only cost glOO sot up 
r«ady for use.

She on 
tered the Dominion upon term.s of 
equality with tho other provinces —not 
lib a nieuJicant — nor did slie force hor- 
self within tho .sisterhood of proviuces 
(is a sturdy tramp invades the household 
kitchen and claniora for food and drink. 
Her position is one of comparative in 
depeudonce. She was inviu'tl into the 
union upon terms of the Dominion's 
own making— tornia that were ratified 
by the Imperial Government as ono of 
the contracting parties. Tho relation 
of this province to tho Dominion \a that 
of a partner in a mercantile or linancial 
concern. In exchange for certain stip- 
ulated advftuta.i(ea and concessions 
British Caluml.ia surrendered ctrtain 
important political rights — among them 
the power to impose a custoraa duty. 
A-fter a time, reposint; implicit faith in 
the pledges of tho Dominion she fur- 
ther surrendered the right to retain her 
own tariff until tho complotion of die 
overland railway ; and since that sur- 
render she has contributed more than 
her qitoia towards the support of the 
Federal government. I'tr capita, the 
payments of British Columbia into the 
strong box at Ottawa e.Kceed in the 
ratio of nearly two to one tlio.-,o of any 
other province. For tho year ending' 
30ih June, ISSO, the province paid m 
customs duties alone 3140,000, a .sum 
nearly equal to thatcoutributed through 
thasaine source by the great province 
of New Brunswick, to satisfy whose 
people railways and other works cost- 
in" an onorn'oua sum have been under 
taken and completed by the Dominion 
goveruineiu since tht? date of ( 'oiit'.'di'i' 
ation. Upon all matters that aUV-et the 
welfare of the Dominion at Uu-f4>" the 
province has the rii;ht to be iieanJ Siie 
enjoy.i representativu government at 
home, and has nino I^prrtsentative:^ at 
Ottawa secured to her under th- deed 
of copartnership. When tho afTdirs of 
the firm are conducted in a manner 
that she believes to be prejudicial to 
her interests she has tiie right guaran- 
teed to comjjlain, protest and (some 
very good constitutional lawyers assert) 
declare thp fir;n dissolved and ask for 
the appointment of a receiver, ^^'e ari' 
among those who believe that the time 
has not come for the adoption of the 
latter alternative. We oarnnstly hope 
tlat it may never arrive. There is no 
grievance under which the province 
labors that ia not susceptible of a con- 
stitutional remedy v-ilhiii the Domin- 
ion. Were Mr. Blake's advice to 
" Go " followed, would not th" Domin- 
ion receive a receipt in full for the ob- 
ligations slie assumed under tho treaty 
of union? It is not advisable that a 
receipt should be given in that way. 
British Columbia has no ccmplaint to 
make against the National Policy. She 
believes in tho policy of Protection, 
and is herself pre[)aring to take advan 
tagn of the inducements held (.ut for 
production by extending her jiresent and 
buildingncw workshops, butsho hnspro 
tested in a very niurki'd manner against 
the infraction, t'ir-t, of the original r.=iil- 
wav terms, which requu fd thecoiniiletion 
of the overland railw:iy in U'ti years 
froW; the datu of coiifederation; and 
iieconH, of tiie adoption of the time lira- 
it of the Carnarvon terms for the 
benefit of the Syndicate, and tho quiet 
repudiation of clauses of the same 
term.s which, if carried out, would sensi- 
bly advanta'ic the jirovinco and settle 
forever its cause of discontent. The r.on 
construction of the Island railway is a 
standing grievance which will be press- 
ed until justice l)e done in spite of the 
brutal insults of the Opposition press 
of the Dominion. There still remains 
a little bill of toveral million dollars, 
due as compensation for the non-cocu- 
mencemeut of the Mainland line until 
seven years after the time stipulated in 
tho original treaty. But were the Isl- 
and line taken up and prosecuted vig- 
orously to completion we are of 0[Mnion 
thatthecliiim for cornpi'usation would be 
abandoned and the province would soon 
be found as happy, contented and as 
prosperous U.S any other tneraber of tho 
confederation.

It is 
paid that his Honor having large 
in'erests here will return next year to 
resume his practice at the liar anrl to 
settle pel'mnnently amongst u.s. Five 
years ago Mr. IliCilAtiDS assunie 1 the 
otHce of licut. -governor, having been 
lappointed by the IVIaokenzie govern- 
Wefcit^^ Prior to'coraing to British Col- 
nmbia Mr. Richards wa.i an active 
liberal politician in Ontario, and it was 
feared by many that he would use 
the little power tho constitution confers 
upon a liout. -governor to hamper and 
diHtress lojal governments who were 
not of the liberal stripe in politics. We 



are bound to say that this fear vfa^ not 
rejilized; bui Mr. PiicfiAUDS has been 
accused of meddling with bills |nnd 
drawinir them for the attorney- 
general. It has been asserted on 
very high authority that all, or 
nearly all, of the madf-;^ bijli^ of' 
tho present govern'ment vi'hich 
hiive met v,-itli ,li.-,a,ster in the courts or 
at Ottawa were tlu' iirodnetion of ili'- 
RlCllAIlP;i' brain. This statement wo 
are inclined to doubt, as the lieut. -gov- 
ernor is not only a very able law- 
yer in tho ordinary, acceptation of the 
terra, but a sound constitutional lawyer 
as well. Besides, under our system the 
the governor is not at all re.s])onsible 
for the government of ilie country or 
the pieiiai-atiou of lall.s. .Still the fact 
remains, that during hi.s term of office 
a ream or two of act.s have eitiier been 
decided to be unconstitutional in the 
local courts or have been disallowed at 
Ottawa. No longer ago than yester- 
day we had occasion to coinincnt 
severely upon the failure of .anulhor 
local luoasure, and wo fear that there 
are other acta which will soon bo shown 
to be e(|ually lanu". Hiul unworkable. 
We do not wish to be understood as 
blaming Mr. RiuiiAUDs in the least for 
the failure of the.se meuMurcs, for even 
should th" staleim'iit that he prepared 
tho lost bilKs be susceptible of proof.the 
attorney general is the gentleman 
whom the country will hold responsi 
ble for the failures. Mr. Richards 
haslived at peace with twogovernments. 
Socially, the people have seen little or 
nothing of him aiul lii.s amiable family, 
(.lovernment. llou.se has not l)een dis- 
tinirni-bed for its hospitality during his 
v-.'iw : and the light of tho guberna 
innal countenauco has not shed its 
rays upon many popular movements of 
a charitable or beneficial character. Mr. 
PiiCiiAKUs has jjreferred to lead thf^ 
quiet life of a ])rivato Canadian gentle- 
man to entertaining lai-^'ely ; and when 
we consider that the local HousocutoQ' 
all the allowances previously voted for 
tho maintenance of Government HoU.se, 
we do not fool inclined to blame him 
for meeting tho members half-way in 
their desire for economy. The lieut.- 
governor will, we feel sure, return to 
private life followed by tho good wishes 
of those who know him best, and who 
have learned to appreciate his strict 
integrity, hi.s moral worth and hia un- 
swerving devotion to his political and 
per-sonnl friends.

ENGLAND. 

l.o.sDij.s, .iuly 15. — Percy Lefroy, 
ifapleton, a/ia.i Arthur Lofroy, who is 
charged with the murder of Air. Gould 
on the London and Brighton railway, 
will bo brought before the magistrate 
of Eafit Orini.steii, Su.ssex, to-morrow, 
for examination on remand. The crim- 
inal investigation dc|iurtnipnt has had 
its best inoii at work and the circuin- 
stautiitl evidence against the prisoner ia 
perfect. It will be .shown that liolenru- 
eil of .Mr. ( ioiild's eircum.staiicoH fioni 
the latter's si.ster .ind was aware that 
ho had (^one lo London on the morning 
of tho murder to draw money from his 
iKinker. That morning Lefroy jjussed 
oft' three Hanovorian sovoreign.s upon 
a sbop boy in a stationery shop at \Vol 
lington anil n number of coin.s of the 
same kind were foun ! in tho compart- 
ment whore tho murder wan committed. 
Mr. Gould's watch and a portion of 
the chain wore senii in Lefroy's posses- 
sion when ho got oil" tiio train at Pres- 
ton -Park platform and said he had been 
attacked in tlie railway carriage. It 
is understood the ])oliceliave traced the 
watclidiroct from Lefroy to a pawnshop 
in Stepney, near the lodging house 
where ho concealed himself. Then 
come.s the circumstances of his flight 
from his coiusin's house where, on the 
(ivening of the murder, he wont to 
change Iii.i clothes, leav ing the officer 
who iicconipaiiied him outside; of his 
concealiiieiiL nnd attempt to disguiao 
himself in the Stepney lodging house. 
Lefroy's relations are highly respecta- 
ble people, but thev had disowned him 
for some lime prior to the murder. Tho 
Crown will have to provide counsel for 
the defenoo whon the trial comes up at 
the winter assizes. The defence will 
probably bo iiKsanity. The prisoner's 
grandfather died in a inadhoiiso at r*Ial- 
ta. Hi.s relatives and other associates 
on the AVa and other journals for which 
he was a penny-a-liner look upon him 
as more rogue than fool. 

New YoitK, July 15. — The London 
Daihj News this a.m. devotes an edi- 
torial to tho remark that tbo Ameri- 
cans had almost given up the idea of 
receiving fair play in sporting interests. 
lHha News says there was disgraceful 
lobbing at Birmingham, but thinks it 
rather hard to make the conduct of 
rogues at a running match the test for 
preaching down fair play. The Ncia 
comments very good naturedly and ad- 
mits that Heenau was interfered with 
whenbebad nearly strangled Sayers and 
doubts whether ho received fair play 
in bis match with King, but urges that 
Iroquois was not mobbed at the Derby. 
It must bo admitted that in horse rac- 
ing Americans' victories havo received 
most courteous acknowledgment; but 
even the Nevts does not attempt to ex- 
cuse either rogues at Birmingham or 
the Ilenly regatta committee for the 
fouling of the Cornell crow. 

PRANCE. 
Nkw York, July I.'').— The Herald's 
Paris special says : — Pari.s has to-day 
been entirely absorbed by the celebration 
of the National fete, the second since 
its decree by the French legislature. 
The review at Longcliiiin]is, though less 
important than on some former occa- 
sion, was a great success. About 
17,000 troops were under arms, nnd 
without exception the marching and 
bearing of the men were most credita- 
ble. At 2 o'clock President Orevy 
drove up to his pavillion escorted by a 
detachment of cavalry and closely fol) 
lowed by General Farrow, who was 
attended by a brilliant coricgo of for- 
eign military attaches. Tho heat was 
terrible and unfortunately caused sev- 
eral accidents. 1 saw no less than five 
.soldiers carried otr tlie grounti, victims 
of sunstroke; but some idea of the wea- 
ther may bo obtained when I say that 
in tho middle of the month grass on the 
lipids took fire and had to bo extin- 
guished by pompior.s. .\part from these 
aeeidents everything pas.setl ofl' satisfac- 
torily. Among the celebrities in the 
president's box I noticed M. t?ambi'ttit 
nnd M. .Jules Ferry.
